If God, by divine grace, by un- 
merited favor, can change the 
heart of a poor sinner and give 
him a new heart, make him a 
child of God, a partaker of the 
divine nature, then God must also 
provide for the saving by grace 
of the old man also, the redemp- 
tion of our bodies and our carnal 
natures, too! 

God forbade a Jew to wear a 
garment of linen and wool togeth- 
er or to plow with an ox and 
an ass together (Deut. 22:10, 11). 
‘God forbade the yoking of believer 
and unbeliever, the saved and the 
lost, in marriage and otherwise. 
But none of these yokes could be 
as unequal as the yoke some 
people imagine exists between a 
salvation that is supposedly given 
free. for only a moment by God's 
grace, but then must be kept all 
the years following by human 
works! The man who is incapable 
of saving himself is equally in- 
capable of keeping himself. 

I did not deserve salvation when 
I got it years ago, a nine-year-old 
boy at Gainesville, Texas. It would 
have served me right if God had 
let me go on my own wicked way 
to land in Hell. Now even after I 
am saved, I must admit that there 
has never been thirty seconds of 
my life in which I have deserved 
salvation. When I have done all 
that I can do, I am properly com- 


1; Saved by Grace Means 
Kept by Grace 

‘Thousands of Christians speak 
very glibly of being “saved by 
grace,” but they often mean grace 
plus something else. I know 
Church of Christ preachers down 
South who say they believe in 
salvation by grace, but who really

profitable servant (Luke 17:10). 
If God does not have a way of 
keeping poor, undeserving sinners, 
who cannot earn today’s salvation, 
who cannot earn the resurrection 
of the body, who cannot earn the 
redemption of this old nature, 
then I am undone! But thanks 
be to God, He who saved by grace, 
also keeps by grace. Thank God, 
the one who gave the firstfruits 
of our redemption when we receiv- 
ed a new heart, when the Holy 
Spirit came in to dwell, will now 
do the rest of the blessed job of 
salvation by the same grace. “Be- 
ing confident of this very thing, 
that he which hath begun a good 
work in you will perform it until 
the day of Jesus Christ” (Phil. 1: 
6). 


2. The Believer Has Counted 
to Him the Righteousness 
of Christ 

How clear this wonderful plan 
of salvation is made in Romans 
4 which tells us how Abraham, 
the father of the believing, was 
saved. 

“What shall we say then that 
Abraham our father, as pertaining 
to the flesh, hath found? For i 
Abraham were justified by works, 
he hath whereof to glory; but not 
before God. For what saith the 
scripture? Abraham believed God, 
and it was counted unto him for 
righteousness, Now to him that 
worketh is the reward not reckon- 
ed of. grace, but of debt. But to 
him that worketh not, but believ- 
eth on him that justifieth the un- 
godly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness. Even as David also 
describeth the blessedness of the 
man, unto whom God iniputeth 
righteousness without works, Say- 
ing, Blessed are they whose in- 
iquities are forgiven, and whose 
sins are covered. Blessed is the 
man to whom the Lord will not 
impute sin.”—Rom, 4:1-8. 

Here we are told that Abra- 
ham was not justified by works. 
If he had been justified by works 
he would have something to boast 
of, but not before God. If Abraham 
was saved by his good works, then 
he would have no right to talk 
about the blood, about the Sav- 
iour, about redemption, about 
God’s grace. But “Abraham. be- 
lieved God, and it was counted 
unto him for righteousness.” 


Then we are told, ‘Now to him 
that worketh is the reward not 
reckoned of grace, but of debt.” 
No one has a right to call it sal- 
vation by grace if he has earned 
it. If any man could say, ‘This 
day I have kept myself in the 
grace of God: this day I have 
worked for God and I have de- 
served His blessing,” then that 
man should not talk about the 
grace of God. He and God are on 
an equal plane. He has earned 
good things from God and God 
must give them. But God would 
then be just paying honest debts, 
not giving salvation by grace. No, 
rrace and works are mutually 
exclusive. No one has the right 
to talk about God's grace while 
he depends upon his own goodness, 

Now notice wonderful verse 5, 
“But to him that -worketh not, 
but believeth on him that justi. 
fieth the ungodly, his faith is 
counted for righteousness.” We 
are plainly told that one who is 
saved “worketh not.” Not a single 
thing can a sinner do to earn 
eredit with God! Also, we learn 


the-startling-fact that God “‘justi- } 


fieth the ungodly.” It is not the 
godly whom God justifieth, but 


the ungodly! If God did not fur- 
nish the godliness free, no one 
could be saved. But this ungodly 
sinner may trust in Christ and 
have his faith counted for right- 
eousness. 

Then we have that wonderful 
promise quoted from Psalm 32, in 
Romans 4:6-8: 

“Hven as David also describeth 
the blessedness of the man, unto 
whom God imputeth righteousness 
without works, Saying, Blessed are 
they whose iniquities are forgiven, 
and whose sins are covered. Bless- 
ed is the man to whom the Lord 
will not impute sin.” 

Here we are plainly told that 
the poor lost sinner simply re- 
ceives the righteousness of Christ. 
This righteousness is put to his 
credit. God counts this righteous- 
ness to the man “without works,” 
and then the sinner is one of those 
blessed ones whose iniquities are 
forgiven and whose sins are cov- 
ered. Every believing, trusting sin- 
ner, then, is the blessed man “to 
whom the Lord will not impute 
sin.” That is being saved by grace 
and being kept by grace! 

Again in Romans 10:3, 4 we are 
plainly told of the great mistake 
of orthodox Jews. ‘For they be- 
ing ignorant of God's righteous- 
ness, and going about to establish 
their own righteousness, have not 
submitted themselves unto the 
righteousness of God. For Christ 
is the end of the law for righteous- 
ness to every one that believeth.” 


Thank. God, since I came to 
trust Jesus the whole law of God 
is counted kept. All the righteous- 
ness of Christ is counted as mine. 
All my sins, once and forever, 
are nailed to the cross of Jesus 
Christ. All the sins before I was 
saved, all the sins after I was 
saved, are laid on Jesus. Jesus 
paid the whole ‘price at one time. 
His righteousness is now my 
righteousness and His standing 
before God is my standing before 
God! 

How else could such sinners as 
We are, ever be kept for Heaven 
when “the heart is deceitful above 


all things, and desperately wicked: 


who can know it?” Then how 
could I even know my sins well 
enough, day by day, to surely and 
completely confess them. and for- 
sake them? And even “when I 
would do good evil is present with 
me” and again, “for to will is 
present with me; but how to per- 
form that whieh is good I find 


not” (Rom. 7:18). When I realize 


the wretchedness of this — old 
nature which makes it easier to do 
wrong than to do right, easier to 
play than to work for God, easier 
to be at ease than to be in earnest, 
heartbroken prayer, easier to go 
along with the world rather than 
to stem the tide and stand true to 
God at any cost—oh, I must ery 
with Paul, “O wretched man that 
I am! who shall deliver me from 
the body of this death?” But I 
can also give the same divine 
answer that Paul gave, “I thank 
God through Jesus Christ our 
Lord” (Rom, 7:24, 25). Yes, since 
“with the mind I myself serve the 
law of God; but with the flesh the 
law of sin,” I must have divine 
righteousness given me freely, I 


must have salvation not of my 


works, I must be kept by the pow- 
er of God. Thank God, that is 
the kind of salvation, the kind of 
keeping that every Christian has! 


The Editor Answers 
Young People's 
j Questions 


is it all right to date an unsaved 
person? 


When young people go out on 
dates, that means that they are 
thinking about getting married, 
That is the reason married people 
do not go out on dates with other 
men and other women. They are 
not planning to get married again, 
You see, any boy you go with has 
a right to suppose that he would 
have a right to fall in love with 
you, and be considered as available 
for marriage. So Christian girls 
ought not to have dates with un- 
converted men. If you should 
sometimes be thrown in the com- 
pany with lost people, you should 
be kind to them, of course; and yet 
if you are with a lost boy, you 
should make it very clear that 
you are interested in his soul, not 
interested in dates, and not inter- 
ested in him as a suitor. 


But the tragedy often comes 
when a Christian girl goes with a 
boy who is unsaved, not intending 
to marry him, and then falls in 
love with him. If you don’t want 
te do wrong, then don’t put your- 
self in temptation. If you don’t 
want to fall in love with a lost 
man, then don’t go with him. You 
don’t fall in love with a man whom 
you don’t see and don’t keep com- 
pany with. There are good Chris- 
tian boys to go with. Keep your- 
self for young men who would be 
fit candidates for marriage with 
a Christian girl. 


Does God ever lead a Christian 
to marry an unsaved person? 


In answer I would say that it is 
a sin for a Christian to marry one 
who is, not saved. Second Corin- 
thians 6:14-18 says: “Be ye not 
unequally yoked together with un- 
believers: for what fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrighteous- 
ness? and what communion hath 
light with darkness? And what 
concord hath Christ with Belial? 
or what part hath he that believ- 
eth with an infidel? And what 
agreement hath the temple of God 
with idols? for ye are the temple 
of the living God; as God hath 
said, I will dwell in them, and walk 
in them; and I will be their God, 
and they shall be my _ people, 
Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate saith 
the Lord, and touch not the un- 
clean thing; and I will receive you, 
and will be a Father unto you,. 
and ye shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Al- 
mighty.” So it is clear that a 
Christian ought never to yoke up 
with unbelievers. 


Again in I Corinthians 7:39 the 
Lord says, ‘The wife is bound by 
the law as long as her husband 
liveth; but if her husband be dead, 
she is set at liberty to be married 
to whom she will; only in the 
Lord.” So a Christian woman is 
not. to marry, except in the Lord; 
and a Christian man is not to 
marry except in the Lord.

The Bible--A Supernatural Book 


(Continued from page 1) 


“For the prophecy came not in 
old time by the will of man: but 
holy men of God spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost” 
(II Pet. 1:21). Question—Were 
they inspired as they claim or 
not? Is the Bible a reliable and 
authoritative record of what God 
directed men to write? Or is it the 
literary production of a long suc- 
cession, over fifteen centuries, of 
fools, of imposters, and deceivers? 

We cannot postpone settlement 
of this quesiton until we die. For 
if the Bible is true that would be 
too late to heed its warnings. This 
Bible speaks of a Heaven to be 
gained and a Hell to avoid. It 
presents a way of life and how 
to live it; an eternal salvation and 
asserts there is one way to re- 
ceive it. Can any sensible. person 
facing this question wisely post- 
pone the answer? Will the en- 
gineer of that express train going 
sixty miles an hour down the 
track look out of his cab and say, 
“It is foggy tonight. I cannot tell 
whether that signal is for us or 
against us, but I will just keep 
right on.” Will he? If he does, 
he may dash that train with two 
hundred souls, his own among 
them, into eternity. 

My friend, listen. You and I 
are dashing along the track of life 
at the rate of sixty heartbeats a 
minute. The air is misty with un- 
belief. Is the Bible God’s Word 
or not? Better stop the train a 
moment and find out about those 
-signals. Better find out _be- 
fore you sleep tonight whether this 
Book that speaks of God, of 
Christ, of Heaven, of Hell, is 
true. Take no rest, I beseech you, 
and give God none, till you have 
discovered the authorship of the 
Bible and given your response to 
its. claims. 


How may we know the: Bible is 
God’s Word? The answer need not 
make us tremble. The evidence is 
overwhelming and is so abundant 
‘we are embarrassed where to be- 
gin. If any person who reads this 
message will bring an open mind,' 
and give fair and unbiased :con- 


sideration to the evidence, he will | 


find it proven to a demonstration 
that there is a supernatural ele- 
ment in this Book, from its first 
page to its last, that cannot pos- 
sibly be explained apart from the 
fact, “All scripture is given by 
inspiration of God.” 

Just as our Lord Jesus Christ, 
the Incarnate Word, credentialed 
His claim to deity by supernatur- 
al works, so the written Word 
proves its divine origin by the 
miraculous element in its contents. 
For here we find, recorded in plain 
language, facts that were abso- 
lutely outside the knowledge of 
man at the time they were re- 
corded. Here we see events pre- 
dicted hundreds and sometimes 
thousands of years before they 
ever happened. Here are state- 
ments of accurate scientific truth, 
written before men became scien- 
tific, and while as yet the natural 
sciences did not exist, 


I present to you, five strong 


reasons sustaining the claim of the, 


Bible to divine, authoritative, and 
unique inspiration. 


Consider first 


The Scientific Accuracy of 
the Bible — 


It is quite true that the Bible 
is not a textbook on: science. It 
was not given to tell us how the 
heavens go, but how to go to 
Heaven. Nevertheless, if God in- 
spired its words there cannot be 
‘scientific errors. God is not limited 
by the ignorance of any times; 
‘so if God inspired the Bible it 
follows that wherever mention is 
made of scientific matters, the 
‘statements of the Bible will be in 
harmony with true science, not 
only in past ages, but in every 
age. And this is exactly what we 
find. 

The very first words of the Bible 


involve a miracle of revelation-} 


When the creation story was 
written and for centuries after, 


qnneeresers tar 
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men believed the universe had 
its center in the earth instead of 
in the sun. They believed the 
worlds were geocentric instead of 
heliocentric, and that the earth 
as the parent body came first, and 
the heaven with its dependent 
bodies came after. Dr. D. C. Hut- 
ton declares that this Ptolemaic 
system of astronomy was taught 
in Yale College as late as 1875 
Now did Moses make this mis- 
take? Several thousand years be- 
fore the Copernican system was 
discovered Moses wrote, “In the 
beginning God created the heaven 
and the earth” (Gen, 1:1). How 
would Moses know that Heaven 
was created before the earth? 
There is only one honest and 
scientific answer: the Bible is the 
Word of God. 


How did Job dare, when the 
wise men of his day in the sacred 
books of the Hindus taught that 
the earth was supported on a 
platform made of the backs of 
elephants, and these in turn stood 
on the shell of a mighty tortoise, 
that the tortoise stood on the coil 
of a great snake, (though where 
the snake stood none of them 
knew), and that when the ele- 
phants shook themselves _ that 
caused earthquakes—how did Job 
I ask—when men believed _that, 
dare to utter a strictly scientific 
truth when he wrote, “. . . he 
[God] hangeth the earth upon no- 
thing”? (Job. 26:7). 

How did Isaiah, when scientists 
in his day believed the earth was 
foursquare and flat, give prein- 
timation that the earth was round 
when he said, “. . . he [God] sit- 
teth upon the circle of the earth’? 
(Isa. 40:22), 

Sir John Herschel. with Rosse 
produced the famous Rosse and 
Herschel telescope. With it one 
can read newspaper print twenty- 


‘five miles away.- This telescope 


made havoc of several “scientific” 
theories of astronomy. What about 
the Bible? Look through this tele- 


scope and you will see that “all 
scripture is given by inspiration of 


God.” For example, in the year 
125 A.D. the astronomer Hip- 
parchus counted 1,022 stars. In 200 
A.D. Ptolemy discovered four more 
and said there were 1,026. It was 
not until 1,400 years after that 
Galileo ventured the opinion that 
the stars were too numerous to 
be counted. The Rosse and Her- 
schel telescope confirmed this op- 
inion as fact. Men of science once 
thought they could be numbered. 
True science now knows that they 
cannot be numbered. What says 
the Bible? It is strictly accurate 
in its astronomy. Jeremiah says, 
‘The stars cannot be numbered’ 
(Jer. 33:22). 


The telescope further revealed 
the fact that while all over the 
heavens there were uncounted and 
uncountable millions of stars, 
there was a great empty space in 
the North without a single soli- 
tary star. This was accounted 
another wonderful discovery. Lis- 
ten, however, to Job. 26:7. “He 
[God] stretcheth out the north 
over the empty place.” Who told 
Job about this empty space several 
thousand years before its discov- 
ery? The answer is clear. The 
Bible is a supernatural Book. 


Until recent years science be- 
lieved the moon to be a great lu- 
minous body like the sun. It was 
counted a remarkable discovery 
when science proved that the moon 
did not shine itself but only re- 
flected the light of the sun. But 
the Bible tells us this in Job 25: 
2, ‘The moon it shineth not.’ 


Not only so but the ancients 
all insisted that the moon was 
larger than the sun. Modern 
science knows better. Sir James 
Jeans, who has no superior as an 
astronomer, has shown that the 
sun is five million times as big as 
the moon. Did the Bible reveal this 
fact? It is right there in the 
opening pages of God’s Word: 
“And God made two great lights; 
the greater light to rule the day, 
and the lesser light to rule the 
night” (Gen. 1:16). 


The opening words of Genesis 
indicate light on this earth before 
the fourth day of creation when 
the rays of the sun appeared. 
Genesis 1:3 states, ‘“‘Let there be 
light: and there was light.” This 
was believed impossible until the 
great scientist de Laplace show- 


ed that in the condensation of the 
original formless chaos there was 
such molecular and chemical ac- 
tion as must have emitted light. 
No scientist now disputes this, 
and Boardman in his Creatwe 
Week asks, “Why will the Acad- 
emy vote Moses a blunderer for 
declaring that light existed before 
the sun appeared, and yet vote 
de Laplace a scientist for affirming 
precisely the same thing?” 

In other branches of science the 
Bible reveals the same divine fore- 
knowledge. In 1615 A.D. William 
Harvey discovered the circulation 
of ‘the blood. It was then seen 
that the life of the body was in 
the blood. Before Harvey’s discov- 
ery doctors tried to cure people 
by bloodletting. They did not know 
that the blood was the very life. 
But away back in Leviticus 17: 
14 we read, “The life of all flesh 
is the blood.’ 


Sir James Simpson of Edin- 
burgh, through the invention of 
chloroform, did more than any 
other man has done to relieve 
human suffering. He was a hum- 
ble, Bible-believing Christian. He 
declared that the words of Gen- 
esis 2:21 led him to his great dis- 
covery. “And the Lord God caused 
a deep sleep to fall upon Adam, 
and he slept: and he took one 
of his ribs, and closed up the flesh 
instead thereof.” Sir James Simp- 
son believed the Bible to be God’s 
Word, and concluded that God 
would know how to perform a 
surgical operation. The experiment 
proved successful. 


The same Bible teaches that the 
second coming of Christ takes 
place in a moment of time. Paul 
said it would be “in the twinkling 
of an eye” (I Cor. 15:52). Now 
the Bible actually declares that 
at this precise moment it will be 
both night and day on the earth. 
“In that day ... he that is in 
the field, let him likewise not re- 
turn back ... I tell you, in that 
night there shall be two men in 
one bed; the one shall be taken, 
and the other shall be left” (Luke 


17:31, 34). Mark well, at night] 


sleeping in bed, in the day work- 
ing in the field—all at one moment: 
of time. How can this be possible? 
Simply because the world is round 
and while we are sleeping at night, 
on the other side of the world 
men are working in daylight. But 
it was not until 1,600 years after 
the Gospels were written that men 
came to understand that night 
and day reigned at one moment 
on this earth! It is because of the 
scientific accuracy of the Bible, 
and its knowledge of facts before 
men discovered them, that Dr. 
James Orr in his The Bible Under 
Trial, page 41, asserts, “With any 
amount of critical violence you 
cannot get the supernatural out 
of the Bible. It is there, and will 
reassert itself.” 


Consider next 


The Historical Inerrancy of 
the Bible 


The history of the Bible is true 
history. It is more reliable than 
profane history because Bible his- 
torians were inspired of God to 
record facts as they really happen- 
ed. They had more than human 
wisdom to guide them. They had 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit. 
This claim the Bible makes for 
itself, and this claim the history 
of the Bible proves up to the hilt. 


Take the first five books of the 
Bible. declared to be written by 
Moses. For many years Dr. Driver 
and others held that Moses could 
not have written the Pentateuch 
because writing was unknown in 
Moses’ day. Then one day Dr. 
Petrie dug up the Tel-El-Amarna 
tablets in Northern Egypt bearing 
letters from persons in both Egypt 
and Palestine centuries. before 
Moses was born! Our Lord once 
said, “If these should hold their 
peace, the stones would. im- 
mediately cry out” (Luke 19:40). 
God made the stones at Tel-El- 
Amarna to voice the historicity of 
the Bible. 

Bible critics are still teaching 
ministerial students that the Pent- 
ateuch is a patchwork extending 
over several centuries, and this 
despite the fact that some of the 
world’s greatest scholars have 
shown their theories to be ground- 
less. Professor Hommel, eminent 
philologist of “Munich University, 
after examination of archaeologi- 
cal evidence, says regarding the 
lists of names in Numbers, “The 
lists have been shown by the ex- 
ternal evidence . .. preserved in

I 
have made it a fixed policy all 
these years I have been preach- 
ing never to ask nor hint for folks 
to give me money. In revivals I 
never discuss my personal needs. 
I never ask a pastor to urge his 
people to give generously to me 
when it is time for my love offer- 
ing. I never write back for money 
when a revival is over. In fact, I 
do not even keep a mailing list of 
people who give to me in revivals. 
I never make an issue of money. 
Time and again I have allowed 


myself to be mistreated without} 


protest because I did not want 
to give anyone grounds for think- 
ing me money-minded 

And yet—quite frankly—I am 
asking you for money. 


Not for Myself 


By this time I believe you know 
I am not asking it for myself. I 
am asking that you help me win 
handicapped children to Christ. We 
are inviting hundreds to come to 
the Bill Rice Ranch for four weeks 
this summer. Over four hundred 
invitations to deaf children have 
been sent out asking them to come 
to the ranch this summer for three 
weeks. And we are inviting crip- 
pled children for a week—little fel- 
lows who have been handicapped 
by cerebal palsy, epilepsy, speech 
defects, etc. 


Their Only Chance 


In many cases this will be the 
only chance these young people 
have of ever being saved. The 
other night I was showing last 
year’s moving pictures to friends. 
and again and again I pointed out. 
the deaf youngsters by saying 
something like this, ‘See that boy? 
He is twenty-one years old. He 
was saved last summer. See that 
girl? She is nineteen. She was 
saved last summer. That _red- 
headed boy? He is seventeen and 
was saved summer-before-last ... 
that nine-year-old boy was saved 
last summer ... that eighteen- 
year-old girl was saved last sum- 
mer ... there are twelve young 
people in that group and every 
one of them was saved in-a 
single service last summer , . .” 

My own heart was stirred again 
as I saw the moving pictures of 
SO many young people who were 
saved last summer and the sum- 
mer before. It is always heart- 
warming to hear of souls being 
saved but these are young people 
who can be won in no other way. 

Why is this the only way to 
win them? 

Because they are deaf and can- 
not get anything out of regular 
services. They often go to church 
but they are deaf and so do not 
hear the message. Their parents 
do not win them because they do 
not know how to do so and many 
of them have no desire to do so. 
They could have their own church 
but in most places there are not 


enough ‘deaf to have a church of 
their own. 


—— 


These deaf youngsters will never 
be won through regular church 
channels, The best way I know to 
reach them is to bring them here 
to enjoy several weeks of camp 
life and through the gospel ser- 
vices conducted each morning and 
evening, win them to the Saviour. 
And because this is the only Bible 
teaching some of them will re- 
ceive during the entire year, they 
really should stay for a couple of 
weeks after they are saved. 


Please Help Feed Them 


Will you please help feed them 
and provide for this ministry? We 
do not ask these deaf or crippled 
youngsters to pay anything, for 
most of them are unable to pay. 
The entire cost of these camps 
must be met from offerings of 
Christian folks like yourself. We 
not only need money for food but 
for additional buildings, better 
sanitation, etc. Then there is the 
expense of having helpers. We will 
have a Baptist missionary to the 
deaf from North Carolina, anoth- 
er from Lousiana, the Benton 
Robersons from Chattanooga, a 
registered nurse from Illinois, 
cooks for the kitchen, etc. 


As best we can figure, it is go- 
ing to take almost -five thousand 
dollars. And I do not have fifty 
as I write this! 


People give. generously to me 
in revival meetings. But we give 
freely, too. Last year from our love 
offerings Cathy and I gave $4,256.- 
63 to maintain this work. We still 
live in a house without finished 
walls or ceiling in our bedroom, 
without porches, without light fix- 
tures and, until two weeks ago, 
without hot water or bathroom 
fixtures. (Two weeks ago kind 
friends bought and installed bath- 
room fixtures for us.) I mention 
this only that you may know 
that our hearts yearn for these 
handicapped youngsters to know 
the Saviour who has done so much 
for us. We gladly give our money, 
our time, and ourselves.

inscriptions on stone, to be genuine | 
and trustworthy ... before which 
theories built up by modern critics 
of the Pentateuch must collapse 
irretrievably.” 


Professor Sayce of Oxford was 
a confirmed modernist for years 
until the spade laid bare fact after 
fact confirming the Bible and 
proving his position false. He hon- 
estly faced the facts, wrote a book 
demolishing the modern view, and 
challenged the critics with this 
testimony, “I do not for a moment 
hesitate to assert that... the in- 
vestigations in Assyria and Egypt 
thoroughly corroborate the state- 
ments of the Old Testament.” 


In Daniel 5, we have a most 
interesting, because it is casually 
mentioned, proof of the historical 
inerrancy of Scripture. It declares 
in familiar story that Belshazzar 
was King of Babylon when the

aneous history knew nothing of a 
King Belshazzar. Moreover, the 
King of Babylon was known not 
to have been in Babylon on the 
night when the city fell. 


Here, then, were two samples 
of Bible inaccuracy, and for years 
the critics held this chapter up to 
ridicule. Meanwhile archaeologists 
continued to dig, and finally a 
tablet was unearthed bearing the 
name of a soldier-king named Bil- 
Shar-Uzzar (Belshazzar), and giv- 
ing the information that he ruled 
in Babylon conjointly with his 
father in the last years of his 
father’s reign. With this discovery 
in mind Bible believers then re- 
read Daniel 5, and found light on a 
problem that had perplexed many. 
To Daniel, the King had said,: “If 
thou canst read the writing, and 


make known to me-the interpreta- - st 


tion thereof, thou shalt be the 
third ruler of the kingdom.”

The Marvelous Unity of 
the Bible

Who can possibly ac- 
count for this marvelous unity of 
the Bible apart from the inspira- 
tion of God?

ferent parts, 
Weave such agreeing truths? Or 
how, or why, 

Should all conspire to cheat us 
with a le? 
Unasked their pain, 
their advice,

This unity becomes more appar- | 


ent the more one studies the Bible. 
I have heard that all the rope 
used by the British navy has in its 
center a scarlet thread indicating 
government property. If so, it il- 
lustrates the fact that there are 
certain governing principles run- 
ning all through the Bible nar- 
rative, shaping its events, molding 
its history, determining the destiny 
of its characters, and thus proving 
that one mind, and that God’s 
mind, controlled history, as also 
He controlled the minds of those 
who recorded that history. 


Look, for example, at what for 
want of a better word I call God’s 
Principle of Seconds. In the out- 
working of God’s redemptive pur- 
pose, and to show the superiority 
of divine grace over human merit, 
He consistently sets aside the first, 
and chooses the second. The prin- 
ciple is plainly stated in I Cor- 
inthians 15:46, “That was not first 
which is spiritual, but that which 
is natural; and afterward that 
which is _ spiritual.” The first 
stands for the natural man whose 
efforts are stamped with failure. 
The second stands for the spirit- 
ual man who succeeds where the 
first man fails. 


Now this remarkable principle 
governs the entire Bible narrative 
from Genesis to Revelation. To 
illustrate: Not the first Adam” 
brought salvation to the race, he 
failed; the second Adam succeeded. 
Not the first son of Adam (Cain) 
was righteous, but became the 
first murderer; the second son 
(Abel) was called “righteous Abel” 


and became the first martyr. The 


first bird sent out of the ark by 
Noah (the raven, a type of the 
flesh) failed to return; but the 
second bird (the dove, a type of 
the Spirit) returned with the 
olive leaf. Not the first son of 
Abraham (Ishmael) became the 
heir; but the second son (Isaac) 
was chosen. Isaac had twin sons, 
with Esau as the elder and Jacob 
the younger. Who was chosen? 
“(| that the purpose of God ac- 
cording to election might stand, 
not of works, but of him that 
ealleth;) It was said unto her, The 


-4+-pelder-shall serve the younger” 


(Rom. 9:12). Not the first son of 
Joseph (Manasseh) was given the 
greater blessing by aged Jacob; 
but the-second (Ephraim) was 
made the heir. The first leader of 


Israel (Moses) failed to lead his 


people into Canaan; but Joshua, 
the second, succeeded. 

Not the first covenant of the 
law brings salvation; but the 
second covenant of grace does 
(“He taketh away the first, that 
he may establish the second.” Heb. 
10:9). Not the first king of Israel 
was the man after God’s own 
heart. Saul failed. David, the 
second king, was chosen. Not the 
first birth of a man makes him 
a citizen of the kingdom of God, 
but the second birth does, Not the 
first father gives spiritual life, 
for that which is born of the flesh 
is flesh. It is necessary that we be 
begotten by God the Heavenly 
Father. Not this first body of ours 
will be the home of the soul in the 
everlasting future; but the second, 
new, immortal body will continue 
through the ages. And not in the 
first heaven and earth will the 
redeemed serve our God and His 
Christ, for we read, “I saw a new 
heaven and a new earth: for the 
first heaven and the first earth 
were passed away” (Rev. 21:1). 


Here, then, is a remarkable prin- 
ciple governing the entire Bible 
story from Genesis right through 
to Revelation, and stamped like 
a divine hallmark upon the histor- 
ical, poetic, and prophetic writ- 
ings. It is a sheer impossibility for 
the writers of Scripture to have 
arranged these events, or to have 
by collusion recorded them so as 
to reveal this elective principle of 
God’s seconds. Yet there they are, 
and more which for brevity’s sake, 
I have left unmentioned, all prov- 
ing irresistibly that One Mind 
planned the unity of this wonder- 
ful Book. If you do not believe the 
scarlet thread of God’s seconds 
proves the divine authorship of 
Scripture, how do you account 
for its presence from beginning to 
end of the Book?

The Fulfilled Prophecy of 
the Bible 


One of the most striking char- 
acteristics of the Bible, disting- 
uishing it radically from all other 
books either ancient or modern, is 
that it contains in every part, from 
its first book to its last, predic- 
tions in plain language of events 
that were to take place in the 
history of mankind on earth. These 
prophecies were soberly uttered, 
and uttered in the name of Al- 
mighty God. They are not confined 
to events done in a corner and im- 
possible of full investigation, but 
have for their subjects the largest 
cities and most famous empires in 
the world. Nor are they so indefin- 
ite and ambiguous that their 
meaning is obscure. They are defi- 
nite, specific prophecies regarding 
persons, places, and events, given 
in such detail that time will 
prove one thing or another: either 
the Bible is vindicated as an in- 
spired Book through the fulfill- 
ment of its prophecies, or exposed 
through their nonfulfilment as the 
worst imposture in history, be- 
cause these prophecies were made 
in the name of the holy God. 
What, then, of these prophecies? 

Take those concerning the death 
of Christ. A few years ago I pub- 
lished a booklet entitled Fifty 
Prophecies Fulfilled in One Day, 


showing that on one single day of: 


twenty-four hours, from the time’ 
of Christ’s arrest in Gethsemane 
to the hour when He was buried 
in the shadow of the cross, no 
less than half a hundred specific 
prophecies were fulfilled! Any 
mathematician will tell you that 
the numerical chance of accidental 
fulfillment would run into astro- 
nomical figures against it. 


Just to mention a few of such. 
Four classes of people were to 
be active in the crucifixion (Ps. 2: 
1, 2—Jews, Gentiles, kings, rul- 
ers). Christ was to be sold for 
silver, betrayed by a friend, for- 
saken by disciples, the betrayer 
would eat bread at a table with 
Him, His hands and feet would 
be pierced, He would drink vine- 
gar and gall, they would cast lots 
for His vesture, the price of be- 
trayal would go to the _ potter’s 
field. What of those prophecies? 
Were they fulfilled? They. were 
fulfilled so accurately that Boling- 
broke, the English infidel, in ex- 
plaining their fulfillment, said 
Jesus arranged those things that 
happened to Him so as to make 
them transpire according to pro-

whose dominion is everlasting, and 
whose kingdom is from generation 
to generation. 


Now the king makes one more 
proclamation, different from all 
the others. Up to this time he has 
been telling other people what to 
do; now he begins to speak of his 
own duty, and he says, “J, Nebu- 
chadnezzar, will do this, and do 
that.” ‘I praise and extol and hon- 


or the King of Heaven, all whose 


works are truth.’ He has found out 
his own duty. His heart is soften- 
ed, and although we do not hear 
anything more of him, I have no 
doubt that Daniel and he used 


to walk the streets of Babylon 


arm-in-arm, and talk over their 
experiences together. When the 


king died I feel quite sure that hee 


went safely to Heaven to be wel 
comed by the God of Daniel; and 
through the long eternity King 
Nebuchadnezzar will rejoice that 
that young man, Daniel, when he 
came down to Babylon, did not fol- 
low the fashion of that wicked 
capital, but took his stand for God, 
though it might have cost him his 
life. 

The next thing we hear of 
Babylon is that the grandson of

phecy! He could not deny the 
fulfillment but said it was all ar- 
ranged. 

I will ask you—Is that an hon- 
est and scientific explanation? We 
are told in Acts 4:27 that Herod 
the king, and Pilate the governor 
were the king and ruler prophe- 
sied in Psalm 2. Does anyone be- 
lieve that wicked Herod and cow- 
ardly Pilate conspired against 
Christ in order to fulfil this 
prophecy? Would Judas Iscariot 
hang himself in an effort to ful- 
fil Scripture? Did the Roman 
soldiers purposely gamble for 
Christ’s vesture because they knew 
of a prophecy to that effect? 
Would the hypocritical Pharisees 
and priests send the blood money 
to the potter’s field because they 
knew that condemnatory fact was 
written in Scripture against them? 
The answer is that Bolingbroke’s 
explanation is a magnificant testi- 
mony to the actual fulfillment of 
these prophecies. His resort to a 
puerile explanation was because 
he could deny neither the prophe- 
cies nor their fulfillment. 


My friend, Dr. Louis Talbot of 
Los Angeles, while speaking at 
a Bible conference in New York 
some years ago, was told by a 
returned missionary from Pales- 
tine the following story. A number 
of American students were riding 
on a train in Palestine when one of 


them, looking out of the window 


at the barren land, said loudly to 
the others, “Lock at this country. 
This is the land which the Bible 
says is a land flowing with muk 
and honey. That shows the Bible 
is not true. Why, all you can see 
is brimstone.” A gentleman over- 
hearing this remark came along 
to where the student was sitting 
and holding out before him a Bible 
opened at Dueteronomy 29:22, 23, 
asked him to read aloud its words. 
This is what the young man read, 
“And the stranger that shall come 
from a far land, shall say, when. 
they see the plagues of that land, 
and the sicknesses which the Lord 
hath laid upon it... that the 
whole land thereof is brimstone.” 


The Book of Daniel tells us 
among other things that Christ 
would come and be killed, and 
actually predicts the very year and 
month when He would die. In Dan- 
iel 9:25, 26, we read, “From the 
going forth of the commandment 
to restore and to build Jerusalem 
unto the Messiah the Prince shall 
be seven weeks, and threescore 
and two weeks... shall Messiah 
be cut off.” Here is a clear pre- 
diction that in sixty-nine prophetic 
weeks, sixty-nine sevens of years, 
or 483 years, Christ would be cut 
off in death. In Nehemiah 2:1 we 
are given the date of Artaxerxes’ 
decree—the twentieth year of his 
reign, and exactly 483 years from 
the decree of Artaxerxes brings us 
to the year of the death of Jesus 
Christ! 

How did Daniel know that 
Christ would be killed—cut off? 
He was inspired by God, How did 
he know Christ would die 483 
years from the king’s decree? He 
was inspired by God. There is no 
other answer. 


But not only that. Christ died 
in the month of April. In Heb- 
rew the name is Nisan. The Bible 
actually tells us the month when 
the king made the decree. It was 
in the month Nisan! “It came to 
pass [the decree] in the month 
Nisan” (Neh. 2:1). 

It was this precise and exact 
fulfillment of Bible prophecies that 
led Alexander Hislop in The Two 
Babylons to say, ‘““Fhere is this 
great difference between _ the 
works of: men and the works of 


God, that the same minute investi- 


gation which displays the defects 


of the one, brings out also the 
beauties of the other. If the most 
finely polished needle on which the 
art of man has been expended be 
subjected to a microscope, many 
inequalities, much roughness ans 
clumsiness, will be seen, But if the 
microscope be brought to bear on 
the flowers of the field, no such 
result appears. Instead of their 
beauty diminishing, new beauties 
and still more delicate, that hava 
escaped the naked eye, are forth- 
with discovered. The same law also 
appears in comparing the Word of 
God and the most finished pro- 
ductions of men. There are spots 
and blemishes in the most admired 
productions of human genius, But 
the more the Scriptures are 
searched, the more minutely they 
are studied, the more their perfec- 
tion appears; new beauties are 
brought into light every day; ana 
the discoveries of science, the re 
searches of the learned, and the 
labors of infidels, all alike con 
spire to illustrate the wonderful 
harmony of all the parts, and the 
divine beauty that clothes the 
whole. And if this be the casa 
with Scripture in general, it is 


especially the case with prophetic. 


Scripture.”

No book ever written has incur- 
red such opposition as this Book.

About the 
same time the ninety-two volumes 
of the voluminous Voltaire sold at 
auction for eight shillings—about 
two cents each! Somewhere in the 
Bible it says, “He that sitteth in 
the heavens shall laugh, the Lord 
shall have them in derision.” 


If any reader is being tempted 
by the prevailing unbelief to doubt 
or deny the inspiration of this 
marvelous Book, let the foregoing 
facts give you hesitance, The Bible 
is the Word of God. It is an ever- 
lasting Book. “The grass wither- 
eth, and the flower thereof fall- 
eth away: But the word of the 
Lord endureth for ever” (I Pet. 
1:24, 25). Our Lord Jesus Christ 
believed it and quoted it with 
divine authority. He told us we 
would be judged by what wags 
written in this Book: “The word 
that I have spoken, the same shall 
judge him in the last day” (John 
12:48). Three times He vanquish- 
ed Satan on the mount by say- 
ing, “It is written ...” If it was 
written in the Book, that settled 
it for Him. He Himself proclaimed 
its wondrous vitality when He 
said, “Heaven and earth § shall 
pass away, but my words shall not 
pass away.” This we believe and 
in all confidence we proclaim the 
Book to be a supernatural Book, .

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Nebuchadnezzar, a wild, young 
prince, called Belshazzar, has come 
to the throne. On a certain occa- 
sion he makes a great feast to a 
thousand of his lords. They come 
together in a great banquet cham- 
ber, and they drink and carouse 
all night long. They do not care 
for the armies of Cyrus, which are 
besieging the city. They trust in 
its high walls and its gates of 
brass, and feel themselves perfect- 
ly safe. At last, when the head of 
the young king has been quite 
turned with wine, he orders the 
golden vessels which his grand- 
father had taken from God’s tem- 
ple at Jerusalem to be brought 
into the banquet hall that they 
may drink from them in honor 
of the gods of Babylon. But while 
they are doing this impious thing, 
behold, the fingers of a man’s hand 
appear writing upon the wall the 
doom of the king of Babylon. 
Drunk as he is, the miserable king 
is frightened. 

“Bring in the wise men,” says 
he. And the wise men come in 
haste and stare at the writing, but 
not one of them is able to read 
or understand it. No uncircumcis- 
ed eye can read God’s handwrit- 
ing. 

Somehow or other the news of 
this strange affair reaches the 
ears of the king’s mother, and she 
sends a servant to him, telling him 
that in the days of his grandfather 
there was a man in Babylon who 
could interpret dreams and reveal 
secrets, and do all manner of 
strange things, and that maybe he 
would be able to read the writing. 


It seems that Daniel had been 
lost sight of for the last fifteen 
years; but now there is special 
work for him to do, and so they 
find him out, bring him in, and 
ask him to read the writing— 
“MENE, MENE, TEKEL, UP- 
HARSIN:” and the meaning of it 
Was clear as daylight to him. 


Now I have no doubt that a 
good many courtiers, if they had 
seen such writing as that upon 
the wall of the king’s palace, 
would have softened the meaning 
of it a little, and not have given 
it in its full strength for fear of 
offending the king. But that is not 
Daniel’s fashion at all. He reads it 
just as God writes it. 

“MENE; God hath numbered 
thy kingdom, and finished it. 
TEKEL; Thou art weighed in the 
balances, and art found wanting. 
PERES; Thy kingdom is divided, 
and given to the Medes and Per~ 
sians.” 

Ah, poor miserable Belshazzar! 
Even now the soldiers of Cyrus 
have turned away the waters of 
the Euphrates, and are coming 
into the city along the empty 
banks. The soldiers are battering 
away at the door of your palace, 
and before morning your blood 
shall be spilled upon the stones, 
along with the wine which you 
have been drinking out of the 
vessele ffom God’s holy temple at 
Jerusalem. You are Weighed in 
God’s balance, and found wanting. 


My friends, suppose God should 
begin to weigh some of you today; 
suppose you were to step into the 
balances now, don’t you think you 
would be found wanting? Get 
into God’s scale, take along with 
you your education, your wealth, 
your dignity, your fine clothes, 
and everything you have that is 
splendid, and let the Lord put the 
Ten Commandments against you, 
and up you will go like feathers— 
‘weighed in the balances, and 
found wanting.’ Only they who 
have Christ in their souls can 
stand the test of God’s weighing. 
Dare you step into the balances 
today? 

Someone will ask me, “Mr. 
Moody, dare you step into the 
balances today, and be weighed?

Do you know that you would be 
saved if the Lord should bring you 
to judgment?” 

Yes, thanks be to God! Christ is 
able to save me, even me; and He 
will save all of you who will cast 
away your sins, and take Christ 
instead, 

After a while Darius, the Mede, 
comes to the throne of Babylon. 
He must have met Daniel some- 
where in his travels, for no soon- 
er does he set up the kingdom 
than he puts him into a place of 
great power. He chooses a hundred 
and twenty princes, whom he 
places over the kingdom, and over 
these princes he appoints three 
presidents, and he makes Daniel 
the president of the presidents, so 
that he really is the first man in 
the kingdom after the king. His 
business is to ‘see that the king 
suffer no damage’; that is, he is 
to keep watch of the accounts, to 
see that nobody cheats the king. 
This must have been a very diffi- 
cult place, and Daniel must have 
had his hands full. He had to 
watch those hundred and twenty 
rascals who were all the while 
trying to steal something off the 
revenue, and to go over their ac- 
counts again and again, so as to be 
certain that they were correct toa 
penny. 

It was not long before Daniel 
became very unpopular with the 
princes. I seem to hear them talk- 
ing among themselves in this way: 


“There is that miserable old 
Jew, Daniel; if we only had him 
out of the way we could make no 
end of money. We would very 
speedily be rich; we could have 
our country houses and our city 
houses, and our fine horses and 
chariots, and live in the very high- 
est style off the revenue of this 
kingdom; but that old fellow 
watches us as narrowly as a cat 
watches a mouse. We can’t cheat 
him, even in a shilling.” 

“Why,” says another, “I never 
saw such a man in all my life. I 
gave in an account the other day 
that was only a few dollars short; 
and didn’t he send it back to me, 
and make me pay the difference? 
I wish he were back in Jerusalem 
where he came from,” 


However, the king trusted Dan- 
iel; and he was such a, thorough- 
ly good and honest man that they 
could find no way to revenge 
themselves upon him. They talked 
it over together again and again, 
and all agreed that there was no 
chance of getting him out of the 
way, unless they could find some- 
thing in his religion by which 
they could bring him into trouble. 

“We shall not find any occasion 
against this Daniel, except we find 
it against him concerning the law 
of his God.” 

What an honor! Nothing wrong 
with him, even in the eyes of these 
bad men, except that he was too 
faithful to his God!

Finally, they hit upon a plan 
which they thought might possibly 
succeed. One night when they 
were closeted together in secret, 
one of the princes said to the rest, 

‘I thmk I have a plan that 
will work. You know King Darius 
is very popular, and he is very 
proud of it. The people praise him 


|a great deal, and he likes it. Now 


Suppose we ask him to establish 
a royal decree, that whosoever 
Shall ask a petition of any god or 
man for thirty days, save of the 
king, he shall be cast into the 
den of lions. That will be putting 
the king in the place of the gods, 
and he is more likely to be flat- 
tered by that than by anything I 
can think of. Then, if once we 
can get that old Hebrew into the 
lion’s den, we shall make a good 
deal more money than we have 
been able to do with him watching 
us all the time.” 

This notion seemed to please the 
princes very well. They drew up 
the document immediately. It 
would not do to let Daniel hear 
of it before the king should sign 
it, and so they appointed a com- 
mittee to take the decree down 
to the palace the very first thing 
in the morning. There were some 
lawyers among these hundred and 
twenty princes; and I seem to 
see them drawing up the procla- 
mation with great care according 
to law, making it firm and bind- 


ing, laughing to themselves, and 


saying: “The laws of the Medes 
and Persians change not. If once 
we can get Darius to stamp this 
document with his signet ring, 
Daniel is done for, sure enough.” 

So the committee goes down to 
the palace next morning to ob- 
tain the king’s signature. They be- 
gin by flattering him. If a man 
wants another to do a mean thing 
he always begins by appealing to 
his vanity. 

“Q king, we have been thinking 
how popular you are in your king- 
dom, and what you might do to 
make yourself even more famous 
than you are; and we have come 
to the conclusion that, if you 
would publish a decree that no- 
body in the kingdom, for thirty 
days, should pray to any other god 
except yourself, it would turn the 
hearts of all the people toward 
you even more than now. We 
should then have a universal re- 
ligion, and the. king would be at 
the head of it, 

Darius felt flattered by this 
proposition. He turned it over in 
his mind, and presently said: 

“That seems sensible.” 


“All right,” said the princes. 
“We thought you would like it; 
and in order that there might not 
be any delay, we have the docu- 
ment here already drawn up. Now 
if you will please to stamp this 
with your signet ring, we shall 
have it published right away.” 

The king takes the document, 
reads it over, stamps his seal upon 
it; and the committee go away 
laughing and saying, “Ha, ha! old 
Hebrew, we will have you in the 
den of lions before night.” 


The princes lost no time in pub- 
lishing the new decree of the king. 
I can imagine some one of Daniel’s 
friends, who had seen the docu- 
ment, going up to his office in 
great haste to give him warning 
that there was some trouble brew- 
ing. 

“Have you heard the news, Dan- 
iel? Those hundred and twenty 
princes have persuaded Darius to 
publish a decree that nobody shall 
pray to any other god except to 
the king for thirty days. That. is 
a conspiracy against you. Now I 


want to give you a little advice; 
and that is, to get out of this town 
in a hurry.” 

But Daniel says he can’t leave 
his business. He is afraid these 
hundred and twenty princes will 
cheat the revenues while he is 
away. His duty is right there, and 
he is determined to stay there and 
attend to it. 

“Well, then, hadn’t you better 
pray more secretly? You have a 
habit, that is all well enough in 
ordinary times, of going up to 
your chamber where the windows 
open toward Jerusalem, and Say- 
ing your prayers there three times 
a day. Sometimes you pray pretty 
loud, and people out-of-doors can 
hear you. Now, for the next thirty 
days, just shut your windows 
while you pray, for these princes 
are sure to have some spies watch- 
ing you at your prayers. You had 
better stop up the keyhole of your 
door, also, for these mean fellows 
are not above peeping in to watch 
you. It would be still better, Dan- 
iel, if you wouldn’t kneel down at 
all, but say your prayers after you 
get into bed.” 


Ah! how many young men have 
gone to college, or to some strange 
place of business, and lost their 
peace of mind and their hope in 
Christ, because they were afraid 
to pray before their roommates! 


What does Daniel say to such 


‘| advice as this? He scouts it; he 


tramples it under his feet. No 
man shall hinder him from pray- 
ing. No king shall frighten him 
out of his duty. He attends to his 
morning’s work; looks over the 
accounts as usual; and when 
twelve o'clock comes, he goes to 
his chamber, puts the windows 
wide open, kneels down and prays, 
not,to Darius, but to the God of 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. His 
windows are opened toward Jeru- 
salem, and his face is turned that 
way; for Jerusalem is dearer to 
him than his life, and the God 
of his fathers is his sure defense. 
I can seem to see him kneeling 
there—that old man with his white 
locks and beard, praying at the 
probable cost of his life; but he 
does not seem to be troubled by 


the danger, neither is he angry at 
the command of the king or the 
manifest wickedness of those 
hundred and twenty princes. He 
prays for the king, his friend, who, 
he is sure, has done this wicked- 
ness in some thoughtless moment. 
He also prays for his enemies, 
the princes, who are wickedly 
seeking to destroy him. 

Those men have taken care that 
two witnesses shall be underneath 
Daniel’s windows at the time when 
he usually goes to pray. “Hark!” 
says one to the other, “did you 
hear that? The old man is up 
there praying, sure enough! Lis- 
ten: he is not praying to King 
Darius.” 

“No,” says the other; “he is 
praying to the God of the He- 
brews.” 


So they listen till the prayer is 
finished, and then they hurry 
away to the princes to give their 
evidence against Daniel, and the 
princes lose no time in laying the 
matter before the king. 


“Q King Darius! live forever. 
Is it not written that. the laws of 
the Medes and Persians change 
not?” 

“It is,” said Darius. ‘Anything 
that is stamped with the king’s 
seal cannot be changed.” 

“That is what we thought,” said 
the princes. “Did you not make a 
decree that, for the next thirty 
days, no man should pray to any 
other god but the king?” 

“Yes I did,” said Darius. 


Then they tell him that the 
chief of the presidents—this Dan- 
iel, the Hebrew—has refused to 
obey the king’s command.

Immediately Daniel interpreted 
it for him exactly what it meant. 
Daniel said, ‘These words mean, 
‘Thou art weighed in the bal- 
ances, art found wanting.’”’ 


This king knew better than 
what he had been doing. He re- 
membered that his father had 
been judged of God and made to 
live on all fours like an animal 
for seven years, and the hair of his 
body had grown like the hair of a 
cow. For seven long years the 
Lord had punished his grandfath- 
er, and this young fellow knew 
that. He knew that when he lifted 
his head up in pride that God 
would humble him. 

Daniel said, “You know better. 
You ought to have done better. 


the Balances’’ 


You ought to have heeded the 
warning that came through the 
punishment of your grandfather, 
but here you are, you are wrecked. 
It is in God’s hands. Your days 
are numbered, and you are Weigh- 
ed in the balances. of God and 
found wanting.” 

Belshazzar was typical of the 
modern, carefree, young fellow. He 
was typical of the young man and 
the young woman today. He knew 
better. You know better. He knew 
that things might have been dif- 
ferent, but he seemingly did not 
think that it mattered so very 
much—after all, he was having a 
good time, life was offering a 
terrific kick, and there was a new 
wallop coming into his experience 


every passing day, and he had an 
idea that it might ZO on and on,

be changed, even for the sake of 
Daniel himself, 

If Darius had loved his friend as 
Christ loves us, he would have 
gone down into the den of lions 
for him. Our Darius, our King, 
counted not His life dear unto 
Himself, but freely gave it up for 
us. 

At sundown the king’s officers 
take the old man away to the 
lions. They bind his hands behind 
him, and lead him along. the 
streets of Babylon toward the 
den. The whole city goes out to 
see the sad procession. The princes 
rub their hands and laugh over 
the success of. their wicked plot; 
the people look on in wonder, to 
see such a sweet-faced old man 
led away to die like a criminal; 
while poor Darius’ walks the 
chamber of his palace, wringing 
his hands in agony, saying, “Ah 
me! I have destroyed my friend.” 

But Daniel walks with a firm 
step. His old knees do not shake 
a bit. The wind of the evening 
plays with his white locks, and 
with a smile upon his countenance 
he goes to face the lions. He has 
served his God for seventy years, 
and he feels sure that God will 
not desert him now. I can imagine 
him. saying, “My God can bring 
me out of the jaws of the lions 
just as easily as he saved my three 
friends from the furnace of fire. 
But even if they eat me, I shall 


._only die for my God.” 


When they put him into the den 
God sent one of his angels to 
shut the mouths of the lions. At 
the hour of the evening prayer 
Daniel. kneels in the den; and, if 
he can get the points of the com- 
pass down there, he prays with his 
face toward Jérusalem; then, tak- 
ing one of the lions for his pillow, 
he lies down and sleeps as sweetly 
as any man in Babylon, 

* The king sits up all night, think- 
ing what his folly has cost him— 
éven the life of his most faithful 
servant. But he remembers that 
the God of Daniel had _ done 
strange things for those who trust- 


-ed Him. He has heard of Shadrach 


and his friends coming out of the 


fiery furnace; and he knows that 


Daniel went into the den feeling 
that his God would go with him) 
and save him. At the very break 
ef-day he orders out his chariot, 
and you can hear the wheels rat- 
tling over the pavements of Baby- 
lon before the people are up. Away 
he goes, with his horses on the 
to the door of the lions’ 
den; springs out of the chariot, 
looks down into the den, and, with 
a voice trembling with anxiety, 
cries out, | 

“O Daniel, servant of the living 
God, is thy God, whom thou serv- 
est continually, able to deliver 
thee from the lions?” 

Hark! There comes up a voice 
‘out of the den. It is the voice of 
Daniel, to whom this morning is 
like the morning of the resurrec- 
tion. He has been down to the 
gates of death, aad yet he is alive. 

“O king, live forever! My God 
hath sent his angel, and hath shut 
the lions’ mouths, that they have 
not hurt me.” 

How glad King Darius is to hear 
the voice of his friend once more! 
He has him brought up out of the 
den, takes him up in his arms, 
and into his chariot, and away 
they go, home to the palace to 
breakfast together, and to talk 
Over this wonderful deliverance. 


Then King. Darius publishes 
another decree, The experience of 
Daniel has thoroughly converted 
him; and now he ordains, that in 
every dominion of his kingdom 
“men tremble and fear before the 
God of Daniel: for he is the living 
God,” who “worketh signs and 
wonders in heaven and in earth,” 
and “who hath delivered Daniel 
from the power of the lions.” 

Three times a messenger came 
from God to say to Daniel that he 
Was greatly beloved. I love to 
think of those precious words in 
the 32nd verse of the 11th chapter 
of the Book of Daniel, “but the 
people that do know their God 
Shall be strong, and do exploits.” 
There is another verse like” it 
Which says, “they.that be wise 
shall shine as the brightness of the 
firmament; and they that turn 
many to righteousness as the stars 
for ever and ever” (Dan. 12:3). 


What has become of all the 
great ones who lived in the time of 
Daniel? What has become of the 
princes and the philosophers, false- 
ly so-called? Look, ye men of 
science, who go down into the 
bowels of the earth and dig up 
some dead carcass, and try to 
make it talk against the Word of 
God; you shall all go down to 
death, and your names shall rot; 
but the man of God shall shine 
forever. This Daniel has been dead 
for twenty-five hundred years, but 
still increasing millions read of 
and admire his life. 


May the God of Daniel be with 
us, the courage of Daniel be in us; 
may we have grace to confess the 
Lord, to go through the fire, or 
among the lions, if need be, for 
the sake of His truth; and when 
the Saviour comes, in the day that 
He makes up His jewels, may the 
Lord give each of us a place with 
Daniel and the shining ones.

and that there never would come 
a day of reckoning. | 

Young fellow, that is exactly 
what you think in this audience 
tonight. You think that you can 
gO on and on and on; you can go 
from one thrill to another thrill to 
another thrill, and indulge in this 
and that and the other thing, and 
that there never will come a day 
when you will have to reckon with 
exactly those same things, You 
don’t realize—just as he didn’t 
realize—as God said through Dan- 
iel, that your breath now is in 
the hand of God, and that your 
days now have been numbered by 
God, and you too have been weigh- 
ed in the balances and have been 
found wanting. 


I want to take the typical Am- 
erican young man, the typical 
American young woman, and put 
them both into the balances of 
God and see how they weigh. The 
balances that we want that these 
young people shall be weighed in 
are the balances of the perfect 
law of God, and you find them 
recorded in the twentieth chapter 
of the book of Exodus in what 
we call the Ten Commandments— 
the law and the just requirements 
of a holy God. : 

The first of them begins like 
this: “Thou shalt have no other 
Gods before me.’ Do you remem- 
ber the lawyer who came one day 
to Jesus, and he said to Him, 
‘Master, which is the great com- 
mandment in the law?” 


‘Jesus replied, “Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind. This is the first 
and great commandment.” 

Do you young men love God 
with all your heart? Do you love 
him with all your soul? Do you 
love him with all your mind? You 
say, “No, and nobody ever has.” 
That’s true. The only one who ever 
loved God with all His heart, with 
all His soul, with all His mind 
was Jesus, our Saviour. Every 
other man has fallen short. You 
have not loved Him with all your 
heart. You have not loved Him 
with all your soul. You have -not 
loved Him with all your mind. 


A young man came up to Dr. 
Torrey one night and said, ‘Dr. 
Torrey, I believe that if you live 
up to the Ten Commandments, 
that that is good enough.” 

Dr. Torrey said, “I do too. Let’s 
see how you stack up. Let’s take 
the first one. What is the first 
commandment?” 

The fellow hemmed and hawed. 
Most of the people who believe 
in living up to the Ten Command- 
ments don't even know what they 
are. So after he hemmed and haw- 
ed awhile, Dr. Torrey said, “Well, 
I'll tell you what it is.” Then he 
gave him this one. “Thou shalt: 
have no other gods before me,” 
then he gave him the word of 
Christ, that you should love God 
with all your heart, with all your 
soul, and with all your mind. This 
is the first and great command- 
ment. Now he said, “Young man, 


do you love God with all your 
heart, with all your soul, with all 
your mind?” 

He said, “No.” 

Then Dr. Torrey said, “Well, 
what commandment did Jesus say 
this was?” 

“Well, it is the first command- 
ment, and it is the great com- 
mandment.”’ 

“Then, young man,” said Dr. 
Torrey, “you have broken the first 
commandment and you have brok- 
en the great commandment. Now 
think it through. What does it 
make you then?” 


He was guilty before God’s num- 
ber one because he had broken the 
first commandment of all of the 
ten. I believe in living up to the 
Ten Commandments as your stan- 
dard but finding that the blood of 
Jesus Christ makes up for the fail- 
ure of your life. We all have sin- 
ned, and we have sinned on the 
first of the Ten Commandments. 


What is the second command- 
ment? “Thou shalt not make unto 
thee any graven image... for I 
the Lord thy God am a jealous 
God.” God is jealous for what? 
To have first place in our hearts 
and in our lives, Young man, what 
is first in your life? Now don’t 
you lie. You tell the truth. For 
some young fellow, it is his flesh. 
For another young fellow, it is 
his girl friend. For somebody else, 
it is his business. For someone 
else, it is his career. Something 
besides God is first. God says, “I 

. am a jealous God, visiting the 
iniquity of the fathers, upon the 
children unto the third and fourth 
generation of them that hate me.” 
Whatever there is between you 
and God has taken the place of 
God in your life. That is sin, and 
you are weighed in that balance 
and art found wanting, 


Again we read this word in 
verse 7, “Thou shalt not take the 
name of the Lord thy God in 
vain.” That is the third of the Ten 
Commandments. Let me ask the 
question, What man is there, what 
woman is there, what boy or girl 
is there but what has taken the 
name of God in vain at some time 
in his life? One of the great sins of 
the United States today is the sin 
of cursing. The awfulness of it! 
Most of the swearing, if you 
notice, takes the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ in vain. When 
one fellow was saved, he said, “Do 
you know that when God saved 
me, I lost half my vocabulary.” 
Well, he lost his vocabulary that 
he found in. the cesspool of Hell, 
and it did not take him long to 
learn the language of Heaven. 
“Hallelujah! Glory to God! A- 
men!” It is a wonderful thing to 
get your mouth out of the gutter 
and get your lips touched with 
the golden language of the glory 
land. Cursing! Young man, how 


many times did you curse today? | 


Young woman, how many times 
did you take the name of the Lord 
your God in -vain today? Even 
some of us who are Christians 
use lightly terms that ought to

have been so vile, so unclean, so 
filthy—the rot and dirty stories go 
out of your mouth like a great 
fountain of iniquity, 

Again, the fourth of these com- 
mandments is, “Remember the 
sabbath day, to keep it holy.” We 
who are Christians celebrate the 
Lord's day. On the first day of the 
week the disciples were gathered 
when Jesus arose from the dead. 
Sunday is a wonderful day. Do 
you know why? Because one day 
in every seven—on the first day 
of the week—we remember that 
Jesus rose from the dead. He is 
a living Saviour. You men, when 
you get up Sunday morning you 
shave, comb your hair, fix yourself 
up in your Sunday best, slip that 
Bible under your arm and start 
out for Sunday Schoo! and church, 
will you remember that you are 
going to worship the Christ who 
died and rose again on the first 
day of the week? Every time you 
go to Sunday School, every time 
you go to church on the Lord's 
day, remember He is a living 
Saviour. You can go to anybody 
eise’s tomb—they all died and 
were buried, and that was it; 
but the tomb of Jesus is an 
empty tomb, and by arising from 
the dead, He assured the splitting 
of the tombs of all those who put 
their trust in Him. He will open 
up the tombs of those who know 
‘Him as Saviour and as Lord. 

On Sunday give God the whole 
day. Is that too much? God gives 
you six days to earn your living, 
and He wants on that seventh day 
for you to get your spiritual bat- 
teries charged up. Brother, you 
meed them charged up. The 
apostle said, “Not forsaking the 
assembling of ourselves together 
... SO much the more, as ye see 
that day approaching.” 

I believe in the whole family’s 
going to Sunday School and 
church on Sunday morning. Keep 
the light of that church on Sunday 
night for Jesus. Don’t you close 
that church on Sunday © night. 
Don't you make that preacher 
close it on Sunday night. You say, 
If the rest of the crowd is going to 
the dance, or they are going to 
the tavern, or running around to 
everything else, God's. people 
should meet in Jesus’ name and 
worship Him. They will have the 
light shining bright and will testify 
to His saving grace. 

Young man, where were you last 
Sunday? Young woman, where 
were you last Lord’s day? Mother 
and father, where did you take 
the family last week when you 
Should have been in the house of 
God? You know what you did. 
some of you slept on Sunday 
morning, Others of you read the 
Sunday funny papers throughout 
the hours of the day. Some of you 
were gone on a picnic on the whole 
week end, and you never thought 
about God. You say, “Oh, I believe 
jn worshipping God in nature.” 
Nonsense, What you mean is that 
you went to worship nature, and 
mostly your own. It is a poor sub- 
Stitute for God. If I looked at my- 
self all the time, I would get aw- 
fully discouraged. 

When I was a little kid of about 
eleven years old, I was a paper 
boy. I used to sell papers to all 
the wealthy families around the 
lake shore. There was a girl on 
my route whose father was a 
piano manufacturer of Lyon and 
Healy. She took one look at me, 
and I think she told the truth; 
but it hurt me then, and it has 
helped me ever since. She said, 
“Mama, did you ever see such a 
homely boy in all your life?” 

Honor the Lord’s day, the first 
day of the week. Don’t desecrate 
it. When you desecrate it, when 
you forsake the Lord’s’ house, 
when you neglect to support the 
work of the Lord, you hinder the 
Lord's work and you help the 
Devil's work. Too many of us have 
been helping the Devil too long. 
You wouldn't live in a community 
where there wasn’t a church. You 
wouldn't want to be in a country 
where there isn’t a house of wor- 
ship. How would you like to get 
shipped off to Russia for about 
twenty-four hours? There are 
some people around this bay area 
whom I would like to ship to Rus- 
sia for a while. I have read about 
some of them back East in the 
newspapers. I think they would 
crawl on their bellies and be will- 


ing to swim across the Atlantic 
Ocean to get back to the United 
States again after twenty-four 
hours in that land they are trying 
to sell us to. I am an American. 
I believe in freedom of worship. 
I believe we ought to have the 
right and ought to deal with the 
responsibility of supporting the 
greatest institution upon the earth 
—the church of Jesus Christ, our 
Saviour and our Lord. You, young 
man, are weighed in the balances 
of God, and you are a sinner when 
you neglect the house of God. 


The fifth commandment—“Hon- 
our thy father and thy mother: 
that thy days may be long upon 
the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee.’ Paul speaks of the 
same thing in II Timothy 3:1, 2, 
“This know also, that in the last 
days perilous times shall come. 
For.men shall be, lovers of their 
own selves, covetous, boasters, 
proud, blasphemers, disobedient to 
parents, unthankful, unholy.” One 
of the greatest curses in America 
today is the disobedience of boys 
and girls, young men and young 
women to their parents. Would to 
God that there would come a great 
revival of respect and honor and 
obedience to father and to moth- 
er. Some of you wishy-washy, 
willy-nilly, weak-kneed parents, 
need some discipline from God for 
yourselves. Some of you Say, 
“Well, Jimmy don't want to go to 
Sunday School, you know!” or, 
“Mary told me that if I make her 
go to church, she is going to leave 
home.”’ Do you believe that? Those 
kids know when they are well off, 
don't worry, They aren’t going to 
leave home. They know on which 
side their bread and butter comes. 
They only get oleo, but it is a 
lot better than they will get in 
the far country. 

I know what my dad told us, He 
had five boys and one girl. My 
father told us, and I can hear it 
in my ears now, “Any time you 
don’t like it here, you can pack 
your bags and baggage and go.” 
I never packed a suitcase. I went 
to Sunday School and church. I 
did the chores around the house 
that I was told to do. I obeyed. 
I'm glad for a father who said, 
“You obey, or you get out.” It 
didn't hurt the kids. It helped 
them. It helped pop, too. It helped 
the whole family structure. What 
we need is the stiffening of the 
right things in our homes. We 
need parents who deserve respect, 
and we need children who will 
give respect. That’s why parents 
need to get ta God so they can 
have the respect of their children. 
Children need to come to Christ, 
so they will respect their parents. 
Young lady, how can you _ talk 
to your mother as you do? Young 
man, how can you treat your 
father as you do? Young people, 
how can you slam the door in their 
faces and curse them behind their 
backs, and do those things that 
you do? That’s sin against your 
home, against your parents, and 
against God, God will punish you 
for it some day. If you don’t re- 
pent and get right with God, He 
will send you to Hell for it. Thou 
art. weighed in the balances and 
art found wanting. 

“Thou shalt not kill.” You say, 
“T haven't ever killed anybody. 
We will pass over that.” I think 
we kill people by degrees as well 
as quickly, I think there is many 
a man killing his wife. I don’t 
know what I think about that 
trial down in Georgia the other 
day. A woman went into a home, 
and she found her husband neck- 
ing with another girl, and she took 
two shots at the girl. I can under- 
stand why a woman would want 
to kill the girl who is running 
away with her husband. I can 
understand why a woman would 
want to kill her husband who is 
unfaithful to her. Can’t you wo- 
men understand that? You men 
better get to understand that. 
When you trifle with your wife’s 
love, you are trifling with some- 
thing that has terrific value. Some- 
times people kill off their loved 
ones, they kill off their friends by 
degrees day by day by unthought- 
fulness, by sinfulness, by unkind- 
ness. Oh, how many a wife is 
pining away to a premature grave 
because of an unfaithful husband. 
How many a husband is pining 
away to a premature grave be- 
cause of an unfaithful wife. How 


many parents are dying prema- 
turely because young men are 
killing their parents by their sin. 

“Thou shalt not commit adult- 
ery.” Oh, that awful, vicious, vile, 
wicked sin of uncleanness. How 
prevalent it is in the United States 
today. I wonder how much adul- 
tery will be committed behind the 
doors of homes and other places in 
this city tonight. Adultery! How 
many people in this audience are 
guilty of adultery. How many 
men have done something that 
they have never told their wives? 
How many of you fellows have de- 
filed the purity of your life? How 
many of you girls have sold your- 
self for a thrill on a particular 
evening? Adultery, adultery. God 
says, “Thou shalt not commit 
adultery.” Oh, how much sin of 
self-abuse there is. How much sin 
there is of man with man and 
woman with woman, I tell you, we 
are coming in America today to 
where we are raising a generation 
of Sodomites. The sins of Sodom 
are becoming prevalent, and a- 
bounding, and flourishing in 
America today. The only hope to 
clean America up is a revival and 
a cleansing by the blood of Jesus 
Christ. God give us that kind of 
a revival. 

Young man, what are you going 
to do about your adultery? Young 
woman, what are you going to 
do about the virtue that you have 
lost? Father and mother, what are 
you going to tell God in that day 
when your unfaithfulness will be 
revealed before Him? He shall say, 
“Thou art weighed in the balances, 
and art found wanting.” 


“Thou shalt not bear false wit- 
ness.” Do you know what that 
means? That means just plain ly- 
ing. God puts that in there with 
adultery, and He puts it in there 
with stealing, and He puts it in 
there with murder, and God thinks 
that lying is a wicked, hellish sin. 
Do you know the first sin that 
the Devil sprang on Eve in the 
Garden of Eden? It was a lie. 
That’s what it was. How many 
lies did you tell today? Man, why 
did you lie to that fellow in 
business this afternoon? Why did 
you lie when you answered the 
telephone in the office today? Wo- 
man, why did you lie when you 
were talking to your neighbor 
across the fence? Young fellow in 
school, why did you lie to™-your 
companion and to your teacher? 
Lying, lying! God says that all 
liars shall have their part in the 
lake that burneth with fire and 
brimstone. I know that in those 
days when I was unregenerate, it 
was so easy to cut a corner here 
and tell a lie there, and to tell 
an untruth and a white lie and a 
half truth and all the rest of it, 
and all of it is from the Devil. 

“Thou shalt not covet,” says God. 
Then He goes on to say that you 
should not covet your neighbor’s 
wife, his house, his children, his 
possessions, or whatever it is he 
has. Oh, young man, when you 
went out on that date last night 
with that girl, what were you 
thinking about? Young lady, what 
were you thinking about at the 
Same time that you were with that 
fellow? Jesus said if a man looks 
at a woman and would like to 
commit adultery, he has already 
done it in his heart. Jesus said 
if you give a person a wrong steer 
in life, it is like lying to that per- 
son. Jesus said if you look at any- 
thing that anybody has anywhere, 
and you want that in an unholy 
way for yourself, you already have 
it, and that is sin before God. 
Jesus said if any man is angry 
with his brother, it if the same 
aS murder, Thou art weighed in 
the balances and art found want- 
ing. 

You typical American young 
man moving along life’s way hav- 
ing a good time with that swag- 
ger of yours and the braggadocian 
attitude, saying, “Life’s getting 
better, I'm having a thrill, and 
who cares, let’s go.” God Says, 
“Wait a minute young man, wait 
a minute, young woman. Do you 
know that you are already weigh- 
ed on the scales and you are found 
wanting?” Do you know that God 
already has your days numbered? 
Do you realize that the breath 
that you now have in your lungs 
is in the hands of God Almighty 
and judgment may fall momentar- 
ily? 

That same night when Belshaz- 
zar saw the writing on the wall, 
we read in that fifth chapter of 
Daniel, he was slain. When he 
didn’t expect it, when he had no 


reason to suppose so, when he 
was right at the height of a youth- 
ful orgy, and the thrills were 
great, that same night God came 
and smote him and on into etern- 
ity that young man went. Oh 
young man, sailor boy, soldier boy, 
college student, high school kid 
just starting out in life, young 
husband, young wife, I would 
hate to be where you are, realiz- 
ing that you have been weighed in 
God’s balances and that you have 
been found wanting once and again 
and again. What’s more, beside 
all of that, I would hate to be in 
your boots tonight and on the 
threshold of God’s eternity. 

I remember having come from 
Chicago to Tulsa, Oklahoma, on 
the plane. I had the privilege of 
leading that airline stewardess to 
Christ. I had asked God to help 
me to find somebody, and God 
gave me a chance to talk to that 
girl and lead her to Christ on the 
plane. I don’t ordinarily talk to 
girls on planes, but I had a gentle- 
man companion with me, and we 
were praying, and God opened the 
way in the roughness of the flight, 
and I led her to the Lord. When 
we came down at Tulsa, I got out 
of the plane and stepped onto the 
ground. I turned to that girl. I can 
see her now with her hat cocked 
on one side, that slick little uni- 
form. I said goodbye to her, and 
then as she lifted her hand toward 
Heaven, she said, “If I don’t see 
you down here again, I'll see you 
up there.” 

The next day I got hold of a 
Tulsa newspaper, and I read the 
headlines that a plane from Chi- 
cago on its way to Fort Worth, 
Texas, had run into a terrible 
storm after it left Tulsa, and 
crashed. I read down through that 
article, and I found it was the 
plane upon. which I had been 
traveling, and that girl in those 
few minutes afterward had slipped 
on into eternity to meet her God. 
When I read that thing, the tears 
coursed down my cheeks, and I 
said, “God, I didn’t know it. I 
didn't realize it. I didn’t suppose 
that that girl would be going so 
soon, I’m glad she is saved.” I 
can see. her tonight with her hat 
cocked and with her’ uniform 
slick, but her hat is white and 
her uniform is white, and she is in 
the presence of Jesus Christ wash- 
ed by the blood of the Lamb, saved 
through faith in the finished work 
of Jesus Christ. 


You are weighed, young man; 
you are found wanting, and you 
are on the road to Hell. God has 
been speaking to you once and 
again. How long do you think God 
is going to keep on talking to you? 
How many more chances do you 
think you are going to get to be 
saved? 

We were called to Room 420 in 
the Presbyterian Hospital. The 
frantic voice of a father said, 
“Won't you come? Jay has been 
hurt.” We rushed over there and 
came to the door. There were the 
father and mother, and there was 


Jay, seventeen years of age. His} 


eyes were bandaged heavily with 
gauze and with tape. I looked at 
the boy, and I looked at his father 
and mother, anguish written a- 
cross their faces and tears cours- 
ing down their cheeks. I said, 
“What is the matter?” They said, 
“Jay has had an awful accident. 
He was playing with'a bunch of 
fellows out by the city dump. 
Somebody struck a match, there 
was an explosion, and pieces of 
steel have found their way into 
his eyes, and we don’t know if 
he will ever see again.” 

I turned towards Jay. It seem- 
ed as though I could see through 
those bandages into his’ eyes, 
and I... said, .“Jay, God is 
calling you. God is calling you.” 
I knew the boy so well. A 
couple of years before that he had 
gotten in a jam at school, and 
God had wonderfully helped him 
out of that. Then a little while 
after that he had gotten into 
another very serious charge and 
was in court. I will never forget 
how God was good to him, and he 
escaped a jail sentence, and he 
said, “I am going to be different 
from now on.” But he wasn’t. He 
went right back to the old way 
again. Now this was the third time 
I had talked to Jay in the course 
of two years. His eyes were band- 
aged, and there he was in pain. 
“Jay, God is talking to you. He is 
talking to you. He has _ been 
talking to you before, and he 
is talking to you now. He 
wants you to _ receive Christ 


as your personal Saviour and 
make Him your Lord. What are 
you going to do about it?” 

I shall never forget it. It seemed 
that the eyes of that boy pierced 
through that gauze toward me as 
he answered, “If I don’t get right 
with God now, I’m afraid the 
next time God speaks to me, there 
won't be much left of me.” That 
was the truth. 


God has been speaking to you. 
He has-been speaking kindly. He 
has been speaking to you encour- 
agingly. He has been inviting you 
tenderly. You have heard His voice 
calling to you time after time to 
put your trust in Jesus Christ as 
your Saviour, and until now you 
have been unwilling to do it. How 
long do you think God is going to 
keep on calling you? What is 
God going to have to do in order 
to get you to respond to the in- 
vitation of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ? 

Young man, young woman, in 
this audience tonight, you are 
weighed in God’s balances, and 
you are found wanting. “All have 
sinned, and come short of the glory 
of God. There is none righteous, 
no, not one. The soul that sinneth, 
it shall die. The wages of sin is 
death. Whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was 
cast in the lake of fire.” Young 
man without Christ, you are want- 
ing. There is something missing, 
You are lost. You are doomed. You 
are on the way to Hell. Jesus is 
here and He calls to you and says, 
“Him that cometh to me I will in 
no wise cast out.” He invites you 
to put your trust in Him as your 
Saviour and as your Lord. 

I say to you again, I would 
hate to be in the boots of any 
man or woman in this audience 
who isn’t saved. Oh, I would be 
afraid to leave this tent, because 
this may be your last call, your 
last opportunity, and you might go 
out into eternity knowing that 
you have been weighed, knowing 
that you are wanting, and knowing 
that you need a Saviour, and 
knowing that you rejected Him. 
Oh, will you trust in Jesus right 
where you are? Will-you throw 
open the door of your heart right 
now? Will you say, “Jesus, I know 
the hellish, dirty life that I have 
been living, and I know I need 
a Saviour, and I want Jesus to 
come into my heart and save my 
never-dying soul. I want His blood © 
to cléanse me from my sin.” Will 
you trust Him? Will you yield to 
Him now? Will you open the door 
of your heart? 
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
